ACCIDENT IN THE FEATURE. 

DANDEIION FALLS WITH JOCKEY MILLER IK 
RACE FOR COMMONWEALTH HANDICAP. 

Sir Huon the' Winner — Go Between Is Withdrawn- 
Jockey Club Allows the Hitchcock Protest- 
New York Racing News. 



New York. July 7. — Jwkey W.alter Miller, the idol 
of inetro[M>lit.‘tii raeesoers. had a miraculous escni)e 
from l»elii>r killed at Sheepshead Hay this afternoon 
when Dandelion, the favjifite. went down at the 
I’.ead of tlie stretch in the race for the Common- 
wealth Handicap at a mile and a quarter. A half 
dozen horses were immediately beliind Dandelion 
wlien the accident occurrcnl, and that ls>th horse and 
rider escapetl without sustaining even so much as 
a scratch, was considered woiulerful. The accident 
was due to fisil riding on the part of Brussel on 
t'ederstrome and Lyne on Cairngorm. - These two 
formed a wedge into which Dandelion was force«l. 
It was at the critical and de<*iding moment in the 
ra<*e. "Miller l*eing intent on makng his final cUwing 
sprint after liaving held Dandelion in reserve for 
the tirst mile. Exiierts agree that with clear sail- 
ing, the unlucky llitchco<‘k horse would have w’on. 
As it was. Sir Huon, showing vast improvement 
over his preceding effort, scoreil the victory. The 
westerners backetl Ram's Horn <si tl»e strength of 
a re<*eiit sensational trial, and jmkey Perrine i-aine 
In for general execration for his inferior handling 
of that Is^rse. 

Aside from the big race, the card was one of the 
liest of the meeting. ' 

The weather was ideal for racing and a crowd 
estimated at Jlo.OOO persons was in attendance. 

.Miller’s vigorous vide w’as cliietly resp<Hisible for 
tlie sm*cess of the Belmont filly. Misgivings, In the 
Vernal Stakes. The heavily supported Soprano was 
badly messe<l almut by Hagan. Court Dress’ with- 
drawal in this race <H‘casioned general regret. 

.Miller again distinguished himself by landing the 
last race, over tlie grass course with the much im- 
provefl Kntiw, -initTf ng it all over Ui« formidable 
r'nal Radtke. on Belgravia. The latter claimed 
foul against the winner, w’hich was not allowed. 

.Tm-key Eugene Hildebrand, just returne<l from 
a successful <*areer at Buffalo, was heartily wel- 
<omed at Shepsiiead Bay toilay. He w’as to have 
riilden Killiecrankie in the Vernal Stakes, lait 
trainer Rogers elected to scratch her and place liis 
de|K*ndence on her stable mate Killaloe, which, by 
the way, is the first foal out of Jinks, the full sister 
to Mesmerist, to race. 

Ceiieral surprise was occasioned in turf circles 
over the witlulrawal of Go Betw’etm at the last 
moment fixnn the (^>mmon wealth Handicap. F. R. 
Hil<-hc«sk’s protest against the eligibility for this 
race of the i*elebrated Meddler live -yea r-<»ld was 
sustained by the Jockey Club stewards who had lieen 
apiteahsl to as the court of last res<irt. Their ruling 
covers tlie entry of the Shields horse for this race 
only. .Mr. Slilelds voluntarily withdrew him from 
the Bay Ridge Handicap, down for decision next 
.Monda.v, owing to the excessive weight he is called 
u|Mm' to carry and also to avoid any possible con- 
lllct with the tnrf authorities. He has lieen ad-
